The Soviets, confident the inci- 
dent is of no great importance, 
permitted the news to be reported. 
It was the saga of Sergei Kazeyov, 
aged 24, a free enterprise young 
man whose courage and zeal 
should inspire N.A.M. to consider 
him as “Man of the Year.” 


Every American who has visited 
a church or synagogue in Russia 
knows the grievous shortages of 
prayer books and Bibles. At the 
one synagogue permitted in Mos- 
cow, reporters with the vice presi- 
dent on his journey there saw only 
a few tattered, dog-eared old 
prayer books. They were greatly 
prized. The Orthodox church also 
had a severe scarcity. There was 
everywhere a shortage of religious 
literature. 


A Demand 


This was the background. Sergei 
Kazeyov saw demand. To see was 
to act to provide the supply. He 
recruited, with promise of profit, 
printers in the plant turning out 
‘technical books and pamphlets. 
They began surreptitiously to pro- 
duce prayer books. It was a small, 
blue-covered short-version prayer 
boek- for the Russian Orthodox 
(Greek rite) church. The cost was 
the equivalent of 50 cents in our 
money. Since the government un- 
knowingly was providing the pa- 
per, ink, and press, the profits 
were net. 


Business boomed. 


Sergei found that his bootlegged 
prayer books had a greater de- 
mand, even, than those which the 
Soviets permitted to be published 
and distributed in bulk. Sergei’s 
books could be sold under the 
table in villages and in the city as 
well. He did best in the country 
where “old believers’’ are more 
numerous. It was possible to slip 
one of Sergei’s books into the 
Patriarch and have it blessed. 


But, alas. Outside a village two 
suspicious farmers, alerted by the 
government’s propaganda against 
growth in work done for profit, 
began to question Sergei. Sergei 
panicked. He dropped his bag of 
books and fled into the woods. The 
peasants turned his books over to 
the militia. Police began to look 
for Sergei. 


He escaped into the Caucasus, 
the story relates, but he had to 
be on the move. He had no travel 
permit. It was difficult. At last 
he made his way back to Moscow. 
There he was arrested along with 
his printer accomplices. 


Morality Tale 


The Moscow newspaper ‘‘Litera- 
tura I Zhizn’’ (‘Literature and 
Life), used Sergei and his free 
enterprise as a morality tale. 
‘Not a single one of those workers 
could resist the temptation of 
money,” the newspaper said.

vance in his profession or job. 


Ben-Gurion, Israel's tough old 
leader, predicted a few days ago 
that by the year 2,000, which is a 
mere 40 years away, Russia would 
be permitting religious freedom 
and much more political liberty. 
This is doubtful. But Sergei’s flyer 
in free enterprise prayer books 
gives us hope.

RECKLESS DRIVING LAW 


The proposed bills include feat- 
ures to reenact a reckless driving 
statute for Georgia, strengthen a 
1958 anti-drag-racing law and pro- 
hibit “intensive acceleration” 
along the lines of an Atlanta 
ordinance, Trotter explained. 


One such bill has been pro- 
posed by Rep-elect Thomas I. 
Sangster of Dooly County. Sang- 
ster’s bill will prohibit anyone 
from participating “‘in any manner 
whatsoever” in a drag race or 
any other contest of speed on a 
public road. 


It provides for lifetime revo- 
cation of driver’s licenses and 
makes the offense a felony. 


RIPS IRRESPONSIBILITY 


Vandiver said at his news con- 
ference that “certainly the irre- 
_| sponsible actions of people who 
use a murderous instrument — 
and an automobile can be a mur- 
derous instrument — should be 
curbed.”’ 


The governor went on to say 
that there “‘will be some legisla- 
tion in the next session to curb this 
sort of irresponsible action, and 
I will be in favor of it.’”” Vandiver 
added that he would “do all I 
can to work for the passage of it.”

A 5,000-word report prepared by 
a six-man committee of civilian 
experts headed by Sen. Stuart 
Symington of Missouri was sub- 
mitted to Kennedy at his vacation 
home in Palm Beach, Fla., as the 
basis for a new effort—through 
executive and congressional ac- 
tion—to unify further and modern- 
ize the armed forces in the nu- 
clear space age. 


Kennedy returned to Washing- 
ton at 6:45 p.m. in preparation 
for his meeting at the White 
House at 9 a.m. Tuesday with 
President Eisenhower—their first 
post-election session to discuss 
the orderly transfer of executive 
power from Republicans to Demo- 
crats on Inauguration Day, Jan. 
20.

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U.S. to End 
Aid Buying 
In 19 Nations

WASHINGTON—The State de- 
partment Monday ordered an “‘or- 
derly cessation” of foreign aid 
procurement in 19 countries, most 
of them in Europe. 


The directive was a follow-up 
to President Eisenhower’s recent 
orders for a cutback in overseas 
spending by government agencies. 
The President’s orders, issued on 
Nov. 17, are designed to reduce 
overseas spending by $1 billion, 
and thus aid in reducing the defi- 
cit in the country’s balance of in- 
ternational payments. 


Approximately one-half of the 
reduction is to result from a re- 
duction of the number of service- 
men’s dependents permitted to 
live abroad. Approximately one- 
third of the reduction is to result 
from the redirection of aid spend- 
ing, which was covered by Mon- 
day’s announcement, 


The spending in question here 
comes under the International Co- 
operation Administration — the 
government’s principal foreign 
aid agency. The ICA procures 
about $870 million worth of goods 
in a year; $360 mullion of it here 
and $510 million abroad.

Russia Monday agreed to recess their deadlocked nu- 
clear test ban conference until Feb. 7 to permit the in- 
coming Kennedy administration to prepare for the 
showdown phase of the negotiations. 


The Russians reluctantly agreed | 
to the two-month recess after U.S. 
delegate Charles C. Stelle told the 
conference “‘the experience of re- 
cent weeks does not offer the 
promise of immediate progress.”

Defense Unification 
To Get New Try 


President Eisenhower and President- 
elect Kennedy should have a lot to talk 
about in their conference today. 

In addition to discussing transition of 
power from one administration to an- 
other, they might talk about the highly 
controversial space-age reorganization of 
the Defense department. Yesterday the 
debate was brought squarely into the 
open again in dramatic recommendations 
by a study group headed by the man 
most mentioned as the next secretary of 
defense, Sen. Stuart Symington. 


As everyone knows, Sen. Symington 
has been a frequent and telling critic of 
the Eisenhower administration’s defense 


policies. _A—former—secretary—of the—Air— 


Force, the senator long ago observed the 
waste and duplication ¢ developing 
space-age forces among the three rival 
services. And while the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration has made gestures toward 
unification, the rivalry has continued, de- 
fense costs have skyrocketed and criti- 
cism of the total effort has mounted. 

The Symington group’s recommenda- 
tions envision a unified defense command 
under a single secretary. The Army, 
Navy and Air Force would be retained as 
separate military divisions without their 
separate bureaucratic structures. A joint 
staff would replace the joint chiefs—a 
staff further removed from control of the 
separate services. 

To simplify the task of weapons sys- 
tems and procurement, the recommenda- 
tions call for an undersecretary for 
weapons systems responsible for research 
and engineering, procurement and pro- 
duction and installations of all armed 
services. This should save, says the re- 
port, about eight billions a year. 

One of President Eisenhower’s strong- 


est points has been his military back- 


a former ge and war 
hero. Few have dared to challenge his 
opinions and none successfully. Efforts 
at unification and reorganization have 
met with an avalanche of opposition from 
generals and admirals intent upon main- 
taining the status quo. Ike has been their 
strength. 

The recommendations are bound to 
stir up another hornet’s nest politically 
and otherwise. But Symington and his 
group have performed a needed public 
service and the Kennedy entourage al- 
ready is demonstrating its willingness to 
explore “new frontiers.”

The American mechanism of govern- 
ment is built on belief that people, if 
honestly informed, will act intelligently. 
To blind the people to honest informa- 
tion, no matter how well meant the mo- 
tive, is to manipulate them. Mayor Mor- 
rison erred in suggesting such a tactic. 
It is up to the press not only to cover 
news responsibly, but to cover it.

For Telling Our Story 


There is an old Southern desire to 
“tell our story” to the nation. But we 
don’t always give adequate study to what 
it is we have to tell. Ivan Allen Jr., new 
president of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, bridged this pitfall. 

First, he summoned the Chamber to 
the critical job at hand—urging the Leg- 
islature to implement provisions of the 
Sibley report in order to keep Georgia 
schools open. 

Only then did he turn to the plan to 
raise a half million dollars a year for 
three years to “tell the Atlanta story” 
nationally. It will be, under this kind of 
Chamber leadership, a story worth 
telling.

Georgia Has Markets 
As Well as Materials 


If Georgia expects to expand its pulp 
and paper industry much further it will 
have to expand its pine forests, says 
James T. Sheehy, whose Rayonier, Inc., 
has plants in the state already. 

The boom in forest products has bit- 
ten deep into Georgia timberlands. No- 
body wants a state full of stumps. Re- 
foresting can patch the cuts. Pinelands 
should be expanded. But a:load of logs 
cannot be harvested annually like a load 
of cotton. We need balance in the use 
of all raw materials, including pines. So 
in addition to expanding the forests, let 
us also expand and diversify our in- 
dustries. 

Presence of raw materials is not ‘the 
only attraction here. A- great market is 
also present. Why should so many room 
air conditioners be shipped from the 
North for sale in the hot South when 
they could be assembled here at a sav- 
ing of freight costs? 

The Southern readiness to buy fin- 
ished goods is surely as powerful an 
attraction as Southern willingness to sell 
raw materials. Both, in’ balance, are 
part of the brightening picture as Geor- 
gia opens her windows to the world. 
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course, not yet been made but 
already weighty advice is being 
given by associates to President- 
elect Kennedy for taking the 
plunge and genuinely sharing the 
weapon with the people who must 
share the dying if the ultimate 
disaster of war with the Russians 
should come. 

Advice wholly to the contrary 
also is being offered to Mr. Ken- 
nedy, or at any rate shortly will 
be offered. 

When, after his inauguration 
Jan. 20, he does make the final 
and lonely presidential determi- 
nation it will be a determination 
hardly less fateful than that made 
by President Harry S. Truman 
to use the first atomic bombs 
over Japan. 

Oversimplified for the sake of 
brevity, the basic situation is 
this: 

NATO is the one shield of true 
and actual military power, the 
one shield of iron reality, ‘of the 
free world. But of NATO’s ‘15 
member nations only two, the 
United States and Britain, are 
truly strong atomically, each in 
its own right. France has ex- 
ploded two weapons, but has a 
long way to go—perhaps even 10 
years—to become a capital atom- 
ic power, acting on its own. 

The atomic weapons now avail- 
able to the NATO commanders 
are the physical possessions of, 
and lie under the strict control 
of, the United States alone. Under 
our laws, severe barriers are 
placed upon handing over any 
of our atomic weapons to any 
other nation or group. Speaking 


broadly, 15-nations are pledged 
to fight all for one and one for 
all; but only one of those nations 
has the right to say when and 
how the big weapon may be used. 

France, the geographic heart 
of NATO, likes this not at all. 
And there is rising resentment 
among some in Britain at the 
American “‘monopoly” of certain 
weapons which, in case of war, 
would after all be fired from 
British soil, among other places. 


Now some earnestly believe 
that any sharing of the atomic 
weapon would only be to spread 
the possibility of nuclear holo- 
caust. Others, of whom this cor- 
respondent is one, believe we 
must now fish or cut bait. We 
must consent to give NATO a 
collective atomic capability, or 
admit that we are preparing to 
let NATO go down the drain. 

And if we are going to give 
NATO atomic weapons for use 
under its common civilian author- 
ity a great congressional battle 
is sure to come over the new 
laws that will be required. For 
these reasons arming NATO will 
be resisted in Congress: pride in 
our exclusive. possession; fear 
of the intentions and sense of 
responsibility of this or that al- 
lied nation. 

But how long can you expect 
to keep effective allies if you 
go on telling them that they will 
be allowed to carry the pistol 
while big daddy alone will carry 
the machine gun—having in mind 
that most of them simply can- 
not make a machine gun of their 
own?

We know that the his- 
tory of American warfare re- 
cords no greater victory than in 
this battle. The casualties of the 
Americans, riflemen of Tennessee 
and Kentucky were small as com- 
pared to the British, so the song 
is true. 


We are now engaged in another 
great battle of New Orleans, not 
by American riflemen against a 
British power but a battle to de- 
termine the relative powers of the 
federal government and the state 
government of Louisiana. 

The public schools’ decision of 
the U.S. Supreme Court came in 
1954. Many of our best legal 
minds, politicians and office hold- 
ers said the decision meant little, 
that it was only the law of that 
case. A few of our best legal 
minds in all the states said, from 
the very beginning, that the de- 
cision had great meaning, that it 
was the “law of the land” bind- 
ing on all states alike and on all 
citizens, and would have to be 
modified by an amendment of 
the Constitution of the United 
States, or finally obeyed. 

The Constitution of the United 
States has always said: 

“This Constitution, and laws 
made in pursuance thereof;— 
shall be the Supreme Law of the 
land, and the Judges of every 
State shall be bound thereby, 
anything in the Constitution and 
Laws of any State to the Con- 
trary notwithstanding.” 

It is true that the Supreme 
Court decision of 1896 held that 
“separate, but equal schools,” 
met the requirements of the 
Constitution and was “the law 
of the land,”’ but the 1954 de- 
cision repealed, or modified it, 
giving our Constitution a different 
meaning. The 1954 decision is 
now and will remain the law of 
the United States until we are 
faced with different conditions 
and are handed a different de- 
cision that in turn will become 
the Supreme Law. 

If-our politicians, state and na- 
tional, will only tell us that, un- 
der this decision of the Supreme 
Court, the Constitution of the 
United States has been given a 
different meaning, then the peo- 
ple can avoid “the briars and 
brambles of New Orleans.” 

We should be told that the

However, with the exception 
of Albania, it would seem as if 
the dogma taught by Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev has tri- 
umphed among Western 
Marxists. And the consequence 
is a perceptible effort by the 
Soviet bloc to make up its argu- 
ment with President Tito of 


Yugoslavia, first of the sucess- 
ful Communist heretics. 

This effort has begun in 
Hungary where, with startling 
suddenness, Yugoslav concepts 
are being officially advertised 
after a long ban. But how far 
such tolerance will go and how 
successful it can be are mat- 
ters of doubt. Ever since Khru- 
shchevy made his Canossa Pil- 
grimage to Tito, the argument 
between Moscow and Belgrade 
waxed and waned. The Yugo- 
slav leader, while smiling ami- 
ably, has never abandoned his 
belief in what orthodox 
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Marxists call “revisionism.”’ 


Paradoxically, 
current with this 
harmonize at least Western 
communism, two of Christen- 
dom’s outstanding chiefs, Pope 
John XXIII and the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, held their re- 
markable meeting in Rome.

City Loses

Cafeteria Suit 


U.S. District Judge Boyd Sloan 
has again refused to dismiss a 
suit to desegregate the city hall 
cafeteria here. 


In a ruling filed Monday, Judge 
Sloan denied a city motion for 
a summary judgment in the case. 
Judge Sloan previously overruled 
a similar city motion Oct. 26. 


In his latest ruling, Judge Sloan 
said there still is no evidence be- 
fore him showing that the cafe- 
teria is operating on a nonseg- 
regated basis. 


Next move in the case appar- 
ently will be to set a hearing. 


Two Negro students filed the 
desegregation suit last August. 
On Aug. 15, the cafeteria was 
closed to all except city hall em- 
ployes and their guests, and the 
city moved to have the suit dis- 
missed. 


However, Judge Sloan held that 
no evidence was produced that 
segregation was not still practiced 
at the cafeteria.

In Stock Case 


The conviction of three Atlanta 
men in Hall County Superior 
Court on charges of fraudulent 
stock sales was upheld by the 
Georgia Court of Appeals Monday. 


The opinion, written by Judge 
J. M. C. Townsend, however, 
held that Lee A. Curtis, Wilson 
Meeks and Robert E. Lee could 
not be sentenced to prison for a 
first offense under the Georgia 
Securities Act. 


The court threw out the con- 
viction of W. A. Byrd on the 
grounds of insufficient evidence. 


All four had been convicted on 
36 counts, fined $75 on each count 
and sentenced to 12 months in 
prison on one count and six 
months on 35 others, all to run 
consecutively. 


There was a provision that 
upon payment of the fines and 
restitution to the prosecuting wit- 
nesses the terms could be served 
on probation. 


The Court of Appeals said, 
however, that the Georgia Securi- 
ties Act specifically provides only 
fines for a first offense.

But East had made a jump 
overcall of two spades, showing 
unbalanced distribution with a 
long spade suit, and he had led 
the 9 of hearts, suggesting a sin- 
gleton or doubleton, and declarer 
was afraid that if he ruffed the 
spade in dummy, he might have 
difficulty reentering his hand. 
If he led. a second heart, East 
might ruff, killing South’s chance 
for an overtrick. 


Declarer therefore passed up 
the spade ruff and instead led a 
low club to dummy’s queen and 
continued a club to the ace, hop- 
ing for a 3-2 trump split. This 
would permit him to discard the 
losing spade on dummy’s fourth 
heart or diamond queen for six- 
odd. But East showed out on the 
second round of clubs. 

Declarer played the king of 
clubs, then led a low diamond to 
the ace, and West followed with 


the jack, suggesting that she was 
short in this suit. 


Declarer now was faced with a 
guess as to West's red suit hold- 
ing. If West held two diamonds, 
declarer could cash the king- 
queen for a spade discard as 
West ruffed in with the high club 
jack. If West held three hearts, 
declarer could cash the jack-king- 
queen of hearts, again discarding 
the spade as West ruffed in. 


Declarer guessed wrong and 
led hearts, and West ruffed the 
king and took the king of spades, 
giving the defense two spades and 
a heart ruff for down one.

Inter- 
national Cooperation Adminis- 
tration pays the freight.

» EAGLE PASS, Tex.—Some of the most interesting hours I have 


“spent recently were in a tree. Now, in spite of the date line, this 


has nothing to do with eagles, passes or Texans, and is not even 
concerned in any way with ancestry. But I’ve 


sure learned something, which may cause me to 


end up with a broken neck. 


T. C. Kennon, my gun mentor, and I drove 
out here to try for one of these outsized white- 
tail bucks about which some of our Lone Star 
friends have boasted. The day the season opened, 
Bill Sorrells, one of our camp mates, used a 
deer tag off his license for camp meat. 
brought in a forked-horn buck, which we dressed 
out and hung beyond the reach of the coons and 
coyotes. The next day Ray Ward packed in a

learned I'd been going about this business of

hunting in southwest Texas all wrong. I'd been looking for the crit- 
ters on the ground level. I had sat out some hours with my back 
at the base of a tree, had stalked the brushy flats with one eye 
peeled for rattlesnakes, and watched for big bucks with the other 
eye. I must have been watching harder for the rattlers because

I saw more than one of ‘those and never did get a glimpse of that ‘ 


rocking chair rack.” 


It was then I learned that the most successful nimrods here 
kill their bucks from the uppermost branches of a tree. So over- 
night I became a tree sitter. Have you ever tried perching for 
four or five hours in a mesquite tree? You already know that the 
mesquite looks something like our mimosa, and is a native of the 
Southwest. It is also brittle and well armed with thorns, so if 
you don’t get jabbed to pieces trying to climb it, every limb is 
ready to pop off in your hand or under your foot. 


Once you get into the top, the trick is to find a horizontal limb 
strong enough to hold your seating arrangement, with another limb 
close enough below, where you may prop your feet. To make it 
more interesting, you’ve got to climb with the rifle in your hand, 
and then when you get to the perch, hold on to it while you dig 
out as many of the mesquite thorns with the blade of your knife 


as you can find. 


You really haven’t lived until you’ve whiled away a few hours 
in the thorny crown of a mesquite. You seat yourself so that you 
face into the wind and overlook one of the brushy flats which a 
buck may cross without getting your scent. For some reason, all 
thes tealthy noises you hear are in the brush behind you. Since you 
can't turn your head at a 360-degree angle like an owl, you shift 
your uncomfortable position into one even more uncomfortable, to 


discover that the. buck tiptoeing through the brush is not a deer 
after all, but an inconsequential woodpecker, cautiously creeping 


up the tree limb behind you. 


Fortunately, my tree sitting has come in shifts of about four 
hours each—one at daylight and the other at dark. I’m sure that a 
caudal appendage, like a ‘possum,wears, would have helped the 
situation, but had no choice except to get along with the equipment 


I did‘ have. 


From that tree stand I observed sights I never would have 
seen hunting close to the earth. Once a big dog coyote came out 
into the flat. He wasn’t more than 75 or 8) yards away—within 
easy range—but watching him was much more interesting than 
trying to kill him. He was hunting like a domestic dog, with his 
nose into the wind, and when he came across my tracks, he sniffed 
curiously at them and for a long five minutes stood with his head 
high, intently studying the terrain all around him. Then he seemed 
to shrug his shoulders, left his calling card on a bush and non- 
chalantly went on with his hunting. 


From my tree I have seen a small herd of javelinas, the na- 
tive pig of the Southwest, and several deer, but none large enough 
to fill those requirements of a picture buck. I know that rocking 
chair spread is somewhere around here, and I continue to wear 
out the seat of my pants and the hide just under them, waiting 


for him to come along.
